(c) displaying, upon activation of the activatable first color improvement 
operation area, that the first color improvement operation is to be applied to all 
pages of the print job tho ass i gning a first co l or i mprovomont oporat i on to a f i rst 
subset of pagos with i n tho s i ngle print job ; 

(d) enabling, upon activation of the activatable first color improvement 
operation specific individual page fill-in area, a user to designate specific individual 
pages of the print job to which the first color improvement operation is to be applied 
process i ng a pago w i th i n a pr i nt job ; 

(e) determining if the a page being processed is a page to which mombor of 
tho first subsot of pagos that have the first color improvement operation is to be 
applied assigned thoroto ; and 

(f) performing the first color improvement operation upon the image data 
associated with the page when it is determined that sa i d step (o) dotorm i nos i f t he 
page being processed is a page to which mombor of tho first subsot of pagos that 
have the first color improvement operation is to be applied ass i gned thoroto . 
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2. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , further comprising tho steps 

ef: 

(g) displaying an activatable second color improvement operation area; 

(h) enabling, upon activation of the activatable second color improvement 
operation area, an activatable second color improvement operation specific 
individual page fill-in area; 

(i) displaying, upon activation of the activatable second color improvement 
operation area, that the second color improvement operation is to be applied to all 
pages of the print job; 

(j) enabling, upon activation of the activatable second color improvement 
operation specific individual page fill-in area, a user to designate specific individual 
pages of the print job to which the second color improvement operation is to be 
applied; 

(k) determining if a page being processed is a page to which the second color 
improvement operation is to be applied; and ^ 

(I) performing the second color improvement operation upon the image data 
associated with the page when it is determined that the page being processed is a 
page to which the second color improvement operation is to be applied ass i gn i ng a 
second color i mprovomont oporat i on to a second subset of pagos within tho s i ng l e 
pr i nt job; (h) determ i n i ng i f tho page be i ng processed is a member of tho second 
subset of pagos that have the second co l or improvomont ass i gned thereto; and ( i ) 
perform i ng tho second co l or improvomont operat i on upon tho i mage data assoc i ated 
with tho page when said stop (h) determ i nes i f tho page bo i ng processed i s a 
member of tho second subset of pagos that have the second co l or improvement 
ass i gned thereto . 

3. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 2, further comprising the stops 

ef: 

(m) displaying an activatable third color improvement operation area; 

(n) enabling, upon activation of the activatable third color improvement 
operation area, an activatable third color improvement operation specific individual 
page fill-in area; 

(o) displaying, upon activation of the activatable third color improvement 
operation area, that the third color improvement operation is to be applied to all 
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pages of the print job; 

(p) enabling, upon activation of the activatable third color improvement 
operation specific individual page fill-in area, a user to designate specific individual 
pages of the print job to which the third color improvement operation is to be 
applied; 

(q) determining if a page being processed is a page to which the third color 
improvement operation is to be applied; and 

(r) performing the third color improvement operation upon the image data 
associated with the page when it is determined that the page being processed is a 
page to which the third color improvement operation is to be applied (j) assigning a 
third co l or i mprovement operat i on to a th i rd subset of pages w i th i n tho s i ng l e pr i nt 
job; (k) determ i n i ng i f tho pago bo i ng procossod i s a mombor of tho th i rd subset of 
pagos that havo tho th i rd color i mprovement ass i gned thoroto; and (I) performing tho 
th i rd co l or improvomont operat i on upon tho i mago data assoc i ated with the page 
whon said stop (k) dotorminos i f tho pago bo i ng procossod i s a mombor of tho third 
oubsot of pagos that havo tho th i rd co l or improvomont ass i gned thoroto .

11. (Currently Amended) A system of color printing for use in printing 
selective pages of color images within a print job having a plurality of pages, 
comprising: 

a user interface to identify and select one or more different color improvement 
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operations pages within a s i ng l e print j ob hav i ng a sot of a plura li ty of pages ; and 

a processor to apply a p l urality of the selected different color improvement 
operations upon printing pages having color images thereon; 

said user interface displaying an activatable first color improvement operation 
area ass i gn i ng a first color improvement operat i on to a first subset of pages w i th i n 
the sing l e print job ; 

said user interface enabling, upon activation of the activatable first color 
improvement operation area, an activatable first color improvement operation 
specific individual page fill-in area; 

said user interface displaying, upon activation of the activatable first color 
improvement operation area, that the first color improvement operation is to be 
applied to all pages of the print job; 

said user interface enabling, upon activation of the activatable first color 
improvement operation specific individual page fill-in area, a user to designate 
specific individual pages of the print job to which the first color improvement 
operation is to be applied; 

said processor processing a page within a print job; 

said processor if the a page being processed is a page to which member of 
the first subset of pages that have the first color improvement operation is to be 
applied ass i gned thereto ; 

said processor performing the first color improvement operation upon the 
image data associated with the page when it is determined that sa i d processor 
determines i f the page being processed is a page to which member of the first 
subset of pages that have the first color improvement operation is to be applied 
ass i gned thereto . 

12. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 1 , wherein: 

said user interface displays an activatable second color improvement 
operation area assigns a first co l or i mprovement operat i on to a second subset of 
pages w i th i n the s i ngle pr i nt job ; 

said user interface enabling, upon activation of the activatable second color 
improvement operation area, an activatable second color improvement operation 
specific individual page fill-in area; 

said user interface displays, upon activation of the activatable second color

improvement operation area, that the second color improvement operation is to be 
applied to all pages of the print job; 

said user interface enabling, upon activation of the activatable second color 
improvement operation specific individual page fill-in area, a user to designate 
specific individual pages of the print job to which the second color improvement 
operation is to be applied; 

said processor determines if the a page being processed is a page to which

improvement operation area, an activatable third color improvement operation 
specific individual page fill-in area; 

said user interface displays, upon activation of the activatable third color 
improvement operation area, that the third color improvement operation is to be 
applied to all pages of the print job; 

said user interface enabling, upon activation of the activatable third color 
improvement operation specific individual page fill-in area, a user to designate 
specific individual pages of the print job to which the third color improvement 
operation is to be applied; 

said processor determines if the a page being processed is a page to which 
member of tho first subsot of pagos that havo the third color improvement operation 
is to be applied ass i gned thereto ; and 

said processor performs the third color improvement operation upon the 
image data associated with the page when it is determined that sa i d processor 
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dotorm i nos i f the page being processed is a page to which mombor of tho first 
subset of pagos that havo the third color improvement operation is to be applied 
ass i gned thoroto .
